“I have alw ays loved you, Fritz; I 
have always hoped something would 
happen to bring you back to m e"— 
Hie dying woman s words of reconcilia­ 
tion with her husband; the deathbed 
scene; her tears and em braces; his 
assurant es of love; his promise to try 
to fulfill her last wish—all these will 
be w ritten Into the jurisprudence of 
the state, together with the testimony, 
under oath, of Mrs. Heinze's mother, 
her sisters and the nurses who stood 
nearby. 
Never before has the suprem e court 
of New York been petitioned to ex­ 
punge the record of a divorce by a 
voice from the grave. 
“Had she lived It would have been 
possible for Mrs. Heinze to discon­ 
tinue this action," Mr, Spellman said. 
"B ecause of her love for H einie and 
her hope that som ething would bring 
about a reconciliation she postponed 
taking the final decree which might 
have been entered last month.

He cam e at her call and there was a 
recon< ilia Ion. lier husband remained 
at her side to the last. 
The Heinze* were m arried in 1910. 
A ann was benn to them in December,

ed late last year She was an actress 
and before ber m arriage to Mr. Heinze 
had been the wife of C harles H. H en­ 
derson, a broker, from whom she ob 
talned a divorce in l&ofi.
